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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  : 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  State  Military  Academies  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  Report : 

The  annual  examination  at  the  Citadel  Academy,  held  in  April  last,  and 
the  one  just  concluded  at  the  Arsenal  Academy,  have  both  been  entirely 
satisfactory,  and  in  no  year  since  the  establishment  of  these  Institutions,  has 
better  order  been  maintained,  or  a  higher  grade  of  proficiency  been  reached 
by  the  Cadets  in  both  Academies. 

The  Board  had  much  cause  to  regret  the  retirement  of  Maj.  Capers  from 
the  Superintendency  of  the  Citadel  Academy;  but,  they  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  his  place  has  been  fully  supplied,  by  one  of  the  early  gradu- 
ates of  the  Institution. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  3d  of  December  inst.,  there  were 
sixty  pay,  and  sixteen  State  Cadets  at  the  Citadel  Academy.  Twenty-nine 
pay,  and  fifteen  State  Cadets,  were  ordered  to  be  sent  from  the  Arsenal  to 
the  Citadel  Academy  on  the  first  of  January  next.  One  pay  Cadet  was 
retained  for  another  year  at  the  Arsenal  ;  making,  at  present,  in  the  Insti- 
tutions, ninety  pay  and  thirty-one  State  Cadets.  There  were  appointed,  at 
the  same  time,  oue  hundred  and  four  pay  and  twenty-four  State  applicants 
to  enter  the  Arsenal  Academy,  and  seven  pay  applicants  to  enter  the  fourth 
class,  rising  third,  at  the  Citadel  Academy;  so  that,  on  the  first  of  January 
next,  there  will  be  at  the  Citadel,  ninety  pay  and  thirty-one  State  Cadets ; 
and  at  the  Arsenal,  one  hundred  and  five  pay  and  twenty-four  State  Cadets, 
making,  in  the  aggregate,  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  Cadets  in  the  Military 
Academy. 

The  Board,  by  the  increased  accommodations  afforded  by  the  additional 
building  constructed  at  the  Arsenal  during  the  present  year,  have  been  en- 
abled to  admit  a  much  larger  number  of  pay  applicants  than  ever  before;  and, 
at  their  present  meeting,  no  pay  applicant  has  been  refused  admission, 
who  came  up  to  the  standard,  in  respect  to  age  and  stature,  required  by  the 
regulations.  By  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions  in  the 
Arsenal  Academy,  the  Board  have  reason  to  apprehend  a  want  of  accommo- 
dations at  the  Citadel  for  the  additional  number  that  will  probably  be  placed 
there  on  the  first  of  January,  1861,  as  there  are  now,  at  the  Citadel,  quar- 
ters only  sufficient  for  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  Cadets. 
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Tj  provide  for  such  a  contingency,  the  Board  recommend  to  your  Honora- 
ble body  the  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleting the  unfinished  east  wing  of  the  Citadel :  which  sum,  they  are  in- 
formed, will  be  sufficient  to  fit  up  a  mess-hall,  chapel  and  hospital  in  the  now 
vacant  part  of  the  building,  thereby  giving  up  the  rooms  now  used  for  the 
purpose  of  a  mess-hall,  hospital  and  stores,  for  quarters,  and  thus  affording 
additional  accommodations  for  thirty-six  Cadets;  making  a  total  accommo- 
dation for  one  hundred  and  fifty-  'x  Cadets  at  the  Citadel. 

The  Board  ask  your  Honorable  body  to  continue,  for  the  ensuing  year,  the 
appropriation  for  adding  to  the  small,  but  well-selected  and  very  valuable, 
Library  which  they  now  possess. 

The  Board  make  the  fallowing  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  year,  from  October  1st,  1858,  to  September  30th,  1850,  fin:  a 
more  specific  account  of  which  they  refer  to  the  annual  account  of  the  Bur- 
surs  of  the  Academies,  herewith  transmitted,  accompanied  by  the  proper 
vouchers.

This  deficit  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety  one  6-100  dollars  has 
resulted  from  the  purchase  of  iron  bedsteads,  a  telescope,  and  the  building 
of  an  observatory  for  the  Citadel  Academy,  costing  in  the  whole  about  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  Board  do  not  ask  for  any  appropriation  for  the  deficiency,  as  it  has 
been  paid  off  by  the  funds  accruing  on  the  1st  October,  1850,  and  it  is  hoped 
will  lie  fully  reimbursed  by  the  end  of  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Exhibits  showing  the  number  of  Cadets  appointed ;  of  those  who  failed 
to  report;  of  those  rejected,  honorably  discharged,  discharged  for  defi- 
ciency, graduated,  &c,  from  January  1st,  1843,  to  December  3d.  1859, 
and  an  abstract  from  the  report  of  the  Arsenal  Keeper  at  Charleston  and 
Columbia,  are  herewith  submitted.
